W ashington, March 
13—Indi­ 
cations today were that Mm. Ma­ 
bel W alker W lllebrandt will re­ 
main in charge of prohibition e n ­ 
forcement in the Department of 
Justice. 
The full support of the 
adm inistration will be given her 
In what may become the most 
colossal task of the government 
In the next few years. 


Few persons in the government 
know the difficulties of enforce­ 
m ent as does Mrs. W lllebrandt. 
And few officials have the record 
she has of refusing to consider 
political pleas in prosecuting of­ 
fenders. 


Mrs. W illebrandt had been con­ 
sidering the return 
to 
private 
practice. 
The dry organisations 
immediately started 
a drive to 
have her stay. It is through the 
assistant attorney general’s office 
th a t instructions are issued to the 
United States attorneys. 


The power o continue or drop 
puits, to press them vigorously or 
let them lay, lies with th e person 
in charge of prohibition enforce­ 
ment. 
Mrs. W illebrandt came in­ 
to the Department of Justice un­ 
der President Harding. 
Attorney 
General Daugherty insisted 
that 
this branch of the government's 
work be adequately free from po­ 
litics. 


Mrs. W lllebrandt has the con­ 
fidence of the Drys, who would 
be the first to attack her If she 
had compromised with law violat­ 
ors. 
She has had lb* 
unstinted, 
support of Presidents 
Harding i

President Hoover.

She Has Made Bnamlea. 


Her determined attitude toward 
law violators has unquestionably 
stirred 
up 
much 
opposition 
against her some of which is re ­ 
flected now in Congress and some 
which came out during the cam­ 
paign. 


But It is a custom now for th* 
drys to put their stamp of approv­ 
al on officers who have responsi­ 
bilities In connection with law en­ 
forcement and th e fact th at dry 
organisations are 
insisting 
that 
Mrs. W lllebrandt stay In office is 
significant. 


It means that they would ra th ­ 
er have her continue than have a 
successor of doubtful 
viewpoint 
appointed. Also the effort to have 
all prohibition activities concen­ 
trated in the Department of Ju s­ 
tice is largely due to the 
vigor 
with which cases have been pro­ 
secuted through Assistant A ttor­ 
ney General W lllebrandt. 


The treasury departm ent which 
has Jurisdiction over the prohibi­ 
tion unit, is charged with the de­ 
tection of crime and the making 
of arrests. 
The Department of 
justice therefore. Is able to pro* 
necute only those cases which the 
prohibition unit discovers. 


The plan now Is to have the de­ 
tection of crime as well as the 
prosecution handled In the same 
office so that responsibility can 
be fixed. 
It 
Is 
not 
clear 
yet 
w hether a sptcial attorney gener­ 
al will supervise the operations of 
the prohibition unit when it is 
transferred to the Department of 
Justice or whether Its work will 
be joined with that of the bureau 
of investigation, thus putting the 
whole detective and police forces 
4>f the Department of Justice to­ 
gether.

Starting In motion the machinery 
to carry out the complete govern­ 
ment oil conservation policy of 
the Hoover administration, Secre­ 
tary of Interior Wilbur today di­ 
rected that the land officers scat­ 
tered over the 
public 
domain 
state» receive no 
more 
applica­ 
tions for permits to prospect for 
oil and gas. and reject all pend* 
ing applications. 


The next' step will be a compre­ 
hensive study of the 32,000 pros­ 
pecting permits now outstanding, 
with the practical revocation of 
those held by prospectors 
who 
have not made a reasonable ex­ 
penditure In the actual effort to 
take oil out of the ground. 


Covers Much Territory 


Just what percentage of 
the 
total will be made Inoperative by 
this survey can not bo estimated 
at this time by land office offi­ 
cials. but the impression is that it 
will be very large.

SHEEP FLOCK 


Chatham Experiment Sta­ 
tion Profits During 
Last 8 Years 


Seventen thousand, three hun­ 
dred and eighty-two dollars from 
a flock of sheep that has aver­ 
aged 216 in number during the 
past eight years is th e record 
made at the Upper Peninsula Ex­ 
periment Station 
at 
Chatham. 
This is an average yearly return 
from the 216 ewes of $2,173.00 
or about a $10.00 gross profit 
per ewe. 
When we consider 
that 
this 
flock of sheep is handled as near­ 
ly as possible like any farm flock 
would be handled and that a lot 
of experimental work 
has 
been 
done with them, the returns are 
very gratifying. 
This 
flock is 
made up of pure breds and 
cross 
breeds of the following breeds, 
Hampshire, Shropshire and Ram- 
houllet, 
with 
the 
'Hampshire 
blood predominating. The reason 
for this mixture at blood is the 
fact that this is an experimental 
flock and an effort 
is 
being 
made to determine the breed or 
cross that will give the best re- 
teurn to farmers in the 
upper 
peninsula. 
About 9 per cent of the feed 
and labor of a farm flock can be 
credited to tthe farm. 
In other 
words, the rouchage and most of 
the grain is produced on the farm 
and the labor is the farmer’s own 
work “chore” in caring for them. 
At shearing time, and perhaps at 
lambing time— In large flocks— 
some additional help is necessary. 
The Station 
flock 
in 
eight 
years has averaged a 16 per cent 
lamp crop, or for every IOO ewes 
there has been 106 lambs 
each 
year. 
This is a little small bot 
on the other hand is very good 
considering 
the 
experimented 
work that has been carried on. 
The station has a large fund of 
information to give farmers 
In 
the sheep business or those con­ 
templating entering the business. 
They have experimented with va­ 
rious crossee— tom e 
of 
which 
proved a failure and are in a 
position to advise farmers how to 
avoid these pitfalls. 
But in spite of all the experi­ 
mental work carried on, the Ex­ 
periment Sutton flock continues 
to p rov e one of the most profit­ 
able branches of farm business at 
the Station, and it looks like a 
enfe proposition for a lot of far­ 
mers in the upper peninsula.

New York, Mar. 13—(>p)—Major 
speculative activity in today's curb 
market was still on the up-side, al­ 
though the possibility of a higher 
New York Federal R eserve redis­ 
count rate tomorrow kept the vol­ 
ume of trading down. 
Lowering of 
the call money rate from 7 to 6 per 
cent, coupled with announcement 
of heavy gold imports, inspired a 
resumption of pool operations in a 
few specialties. 
Increasing activity and strength 
of tho oils was based on reports 
cf a large reduction in the daily 
average of crude oil production last 
week, and expectations of favorable 
developments at the oil curtailment 
conference in Houston, Texas, Fri­ 
day.

Humble were the leaders, the for­ 
mer advancing 2% points and the 
latter 3 points of its 5 point gain.
